• Choose the use full books and make it the best 
friend in every place and time. 

• Set a goal to memorize or to read some Quraan or 
the Hadith. 

• Subscribe some magazines that are beneficial to 
You. 

Thus your vacation should not go waste, make it 
beneficial for you. 

“There are two blessings in which many people incur loss. (They are) 
health and free time (for doing good)” (Bukhari) 
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The Prophet in Ramadhan 

The Prophet , used to apportion to Ramadan, a degree 

of worship that was not set aside to any other month. His 
nights were spent in supplication and humiliation to his 
Lord, seeking His help, support, victory and guidance. 

He •£§£ read long chapters from the Qur’an and stayed for 

long periods bowing and prostrating before his Lord. His 
desire for worship was never satisfied, and his standing 
was a source of sustenance to him ^ 

During the days of Ramadan, the Prophet spent his 

time propagating the Islamic call, providing advice and 
training, and reminding his companions. 

The Prophet -is. would encourage his companions to eat 

the meal of suhoor before the daybreak, and he advised 
them that there was a great blessing in it. This period 
before the daybreak is blessed because it is the last third 
of the night, the time of divine decent and forgiveness. 

Several sources have narrated that the Prophet ^ said: 

‘Verily the fasting person has a prayer that will never be 
rejected’, and as such, he used to make dua for the best of 
this life and the best of the Hereafter. 

He, peace and blessings of Allah be upon him, would 
break his fast before praying the maghrib prayer. 


“By Him in Whose Hands my soul is, the smell coming out from the mouth of a 
fasting person is better in the sight of Allah than the smell of musk” (Bukhari) 
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The Prophet in Ramadhan 

The Prophet -is travelled during Ramadan fasting and 
then breaking his fast. 

In this way, he gave his Companions the choice whether 
or not to continue fasting if they had to travel. 

During battle however, he ordered them to break their 
fasts in order to fight. Here we should remember that the 
great Battle of Badr was fought in Ramadan. 

The Prophet tlfc ruled that the one who accidentally 

broke their fast out of forgetfulness was not required to 
make up the fast. He pointed out that it was Allah who 
had in fact fed and watered that person. 

Among the other practices of the blessed Prophet was 
that he would retreat for the last ten days of Ramadan to 
intensify his worship. He did this in order to draw closer 
to Allah and to free his mind from worldly concerns. 
During this time he limited his contact with people and 
increased his supplications . 

Let these beautiful examples be lessons for us in the 
many ways in which we can draw closer to Allah during 
this blessed month of Ramadan. Let’s strive to purify our 
intention, make a vision of what we want to achieve. 

Let’s increase our salah, particularly in the last third of 
the night, and let’s remember that the dua of the fasting 
person will never be rejected. 

“O you who believe, the fasts have been enjoined upon you as they were enjoined 
upon those before you, so that you may become righteous” (Quraan: 2:183) 
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AM bin Abi Taalib 

Ali bin Abi Taalib was a cousin and son in law of the 
Prophet£§£ and the fourth of the Rightly guided Caliphs. His 
mother was Fathima bint Asad bin Hashim. 

He was designated as Abu Turaab (Father of Dust) because 
one day he was sleeping in the mosque and was covered with 
dust, the Prophet^ saw him in this situation and called him 
Abu Turaab, and his nickname was Abu Hasan. 

He was born about 10 years before the prophetic time and he 
was taken care by the Prophet. 

Ali is among the relatives of the Prophet who embraced Islam 
at the dawn of it’s period. 

He was one of the ten companions who was given glad tiding 
of Paradise. 

When the polytheists and the enemies of the Prophet 
plotted to kill the Prophet^, the Prophet^ asked Ali to take 
his place and sleep in his bed; the Prophet^ then left 
Makkah secretly with Abu Bakr and migrated to Madinah. 
Allah saved His Messenger^ , Abu Bakr and Ali from the 
bad consequences of the plotters. Ali waited as was instructed 
by the Prophet£§£, returned belongings of the people to them 
and then left to Madinah. 

After his arrival in Madinah, he got married to the Prophet’s 
daughter, Fatimah. She gave birth to Al-Hasan, Al-Husain, 
Zainab Al-Kubra and Umm Kulthum Al-Kubra. Ali did 
marry another woman while Fatimah was alive. 

Prophet (#) said to 'Ali, "Will you not be pleased from this that you are to 
me like Aaron was to Moses?" (Bukhari) 
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AM bin Abi Taalib ^ 

Ali participated in every single war expedition that led by the 
Prophet^. He had a special role in every battle that he 

fought. He showed a great bravery and had a distinguish role 
in the battle of Badr, Uhud, Fadk and Hunain. When the 
Prophet was preparing the expedition of the Khayber he said: 

“I shall give the flag to someone at whose hand Allah will 
grant victory; he loves Allah and Allah and His Messenger 
love him.” 

Ali was appointed the commander of this expedition and 
Allah granted the victory on his hand. It shows the manifest 
excellence of Ali. He was the one, who wrote down the 
Hudaibiyyah agreement (a peace treaty between the Prophet 
and the Quraish). 

When Abu Bakr was named as Caliph (ruler of the Islamic 
community) Ali pledged allegiance to him. He supported Abu 
Bakr and remained close to him. After the death of Abu Bakr 
and selection of Umar bin Al-Khattab as a Caliph, Ali 
accepted his selection and even gave one of his daughters, 
Umm Kulthum to him in marriage. After the death of Umar 
bin Al-Khattab, Ali accepted and pledged allegiance to 
Usman as a new Caliph. Ali supported Usman and also 
remained close to him. After the death of Usman Ali himself 
was chosen as the fourth Caliph. His reign and the period of 
Caliphate was for four years, nine months and three days. 

Ibn Muljam attacked Ali while he was on his way to the 
mosque for the Fajr prayer in Koofah, and died three days 
after the attack.

And I don’t sit until I pray two Rakat. 


“ O Allah, I ask You of Your bounty ” 


And the Mosques belong to Allah; so, do not invoke anyone along with Allah 

(Quraan: 72:18) 
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The Prophet's supplication while seeing the 
moon of Ramadhan is: " Luk.
